No. 6/1/65 -C.S.(el ). — The Rules for a competitive exa- 
mination to be held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in December, 1965, for the purpose of filling vacancies in 
the following Sorvices/post are published for general infor- 
mation :■ — 

(i) Central Secretariat Service — Ansistionts' Gdade: 

(ii) Indian Foreign Service (B)- — Grade IV (Assistants); 

(iii) Railway Board Secretariat Service — Grade TV 
( Assistants J , 

(iv) Posts of Junior Assistant in the “local Cadre’’ in 
the High Commission of India, London. 

Note. — In addition to the Services/post mentioned above, 
some appointments on the results of this examination may, 
also be made to posts of Assistants in certain Offices not 
included within the purview of any of these Services, e.g.. 
Election Commission, Department of Tourism, Department 
of Parliamentary Affairs, Intelligence Bureau. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix JI 
to these Rules, 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed bv the Commission. 

3. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(cl 'a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling 
in India; 

provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c). (d), 
(e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been granted by the Government of 
India and if he belongs to category (f) the certificate of 
eligibility will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the, date of his appointment beyond which such a candidate 
will be retained in service subject to his having acquired 
Indian citizenship. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in 
(he case of candidates belonging to any one of the following 
categories : — 

(i) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan before 
the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have ordina- 
rily been residing in India since then. 

( ii I Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan on 
or after the nineteenth day of July, 1948, and have 
got themselves registered as citizens of India under 
Article 6 of the Constitution. 

(iii) Non-citizens in category (f) above who entered 
service under the Government rtf Tndia before the 
commencement of the. Constitution, viz., 26th 
January. 1950, and who have continued in such 
service since then without a break. Any such per- 
son who re-entered or may re-enter such service 
with break after the 26th January, 1950, will, how- 
ever, require certificate of eligibility in the usual way. 

Provided further that candidates belonging to categories (c). 
(d) and (e) above will not be eligible for 'appointment to 
the Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade TV. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also be provisionally appointed subject to the necessary 
certificate being granted in his favour by the Government. 

4. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the Union 
territory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of the Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands or is not a resident of the Union Tern- 
Ion' of Goa. Daman and Diu or is not a repatriate from 
C evlon or is not a migrant from Kenya, Uganda and the 
United Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and 


Zanzibar) shall be permitted to compete more than two times 
at the examination. This restriction is effective from the 
‘•' jmiu.uion held in 1962 

Norr !. — For ihe purpose oC this rule, n candidate shall 
ho deemed to have competed at the examination once for 
all the Services. 'posts covered by the examination, if he 
competes tor any one or moie of the Services/posts 

Note 2 — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have 
altained the ace of 20 years and must not have attained the 
age of 24 years on the 1st August, 1965 i.e. he must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd August, 1941 and not later 
than 1st August, 1945. 

(hi The upper age limit prescribed above will be relax- 
able : — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to n Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union territory of Pondicherry and 
has received education through the medium of 
French, at one stage or another; 

(iii) lip to a maximum oF four years if a candidate is a 
resident of Andaman and Nicobar Islands; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is an 
Indian citizen and is a repatriate from Ceylon; 

(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate Is 
a bona Me displaced person from East Pakistan 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st January, 
1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide displaced person from East 
Pakistan and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
January, 1964; and 

( vi 1 1 ) up lo a maximum rtf three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania 
(formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar).

6. (a) A candidate must hold a degree of any of the 
universities enumerated in Appendix T, or must possess any 
of the qualifications mentioned in Appendix I-A. 

(b) In exceptional cases, the Union Public Service Com- 
mission may treat a candidate who has not the above qualifi- 
cation as educationally qualified provided that he has passed 
an examination, conducted by other institutions, the standard 
of which in the opinion of the Commission, justifies his 
admission to the examination. 

(c) Candidates who are otherwise eligible but who have 
taken degrees from foreign universities which are not includ- 
ed in Appendix T may also apply and may be admitted to 
the examination at (lie discretion of the Commission. 

No (E-— -A candidate who has appeared at an exmination 
Ihe passing of which would render him eligible to appear at 
this examination but has not been informed of the result 
may apply for admission to the examination. A candidate 
who intends to appear at such a qualifying examination may 
also apply, provided the qualifying examination is completed 
before the commencement of this examinations. Such a 
candidate will be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible, but Ihe admission would be deemed to be provisional 
and subject to cancellation if he does not produce proof of 
having passed the examination, as soon as possible, and in 
any cave not later than two months after the commencement 
of this examination 

7. (a) No male candidate who ha? more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living, marries in any case in 
which such marriage is void hy reason of its taking place 
during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for 
aproinlmcnt to any of the Services/posts, appointments to 
which arc made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion unless the Government rtf India after being satisfied 
that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any male 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(b) No female candidate whose marriage is void by 
reason of the husband having a wife living at the time of 
such marriage Or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage shall he eligible for 
appointment to any of the Services/posts. appointments to 
which me made on the results of this competitive examina- 
tion unless (he Government of India after being satisfied that 
there are special grounds for doing so. exempt any female 
candidate from the operation of this rule. 

(c) Women candidates who are married will not ordinarily 
be eligible for appointment to Grade TV of the I.F.S.(B). A 
woman member of this Grade who is not married shall obtain 
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the permission of the Government, in writing, before her 
marriage is solemnised. At any time, after the marriage, a 
woman member of the Service may be required to resign 
from the service, if the Government is satisfied that her 
family and domestic commitments are likely to come in the 
way of the due and efficient discharge of her duties os a 
member of the Service. 

8. A candidate already in Government Service, whether in 
a permanent or temporary capacity, must obtain prior per- 
mission of the Head of the Department to appear for the 
examination. 

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
efficient discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. 
A candidate, who after such medical examination, as may be 
prescribed by the competent authority, is found not to satisfy 
these requirements, will not be appointed. Only such candi- 
dates as are likely to be considered for appointment will be 
medically examined. 

10. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, lhat the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service/post. 

11. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

.12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination un- 
less he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission, 

13. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I 
to the Commission's Notice. No claim for a refund of the 
fee will be entertained except to the extent stated in that 
Annexure, nor can (he fee be held in reserve for any other 
examination or selection. 

14. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission.

:V,i. t\ 10-12 b-l-C&CD . — It is well known that rats and 
other rodents consume and cause severe damage to field, 
garden crops and orchards and infest agricultural products 
including grains which are stocked for human consumption. 

I he loss caused to the irrigation water by rat burrows in the 
embankments is also considerable. In addition to the econo- 
mic losses, the rats also spread a variety oE human diseases 
the worst oi which is plague. Although ibis disease is not 
as common as it used to be in Tndia, foci still exist and in 
view of the movements of foodgrains and other commodities 
may give rise io a geneial outbreak. Tt is, therefore, desirable 
to eliminate these losses and risks and the question of devis- 
ing adequate rodent control measures has been under consi- 
deration of the Government of India. The Central Council 
of Local Self Government at its last meeting held at Bombay 
from the 10th to 12th February 1965, expressed concern over 
thc lack of coordinated, sustained rodent control measures and 
stiessed the need for taking effective measures in this direc- 
tion. tn pursuance of the recommendations made by the said 
Council, the Government of India have decided to constitute a 
committee to consider the problem of rodent control in all 
its aspects. The Committee shall consist of : — -
